the hcame pokes Londage : Next theſe,came the mot lone- 
ly trainz, conſiſting of the faireſt of both kinds, flouriſhing 
in the pzime of their youth, and in the pzive of their beau- 
tic, clad all in long white robes trailing after them, wea- 
ring on their heads garlands of odoriferous floures, They 
obſerucd a rare methods in their comely march,pacing two 
and two,a faire boy and a girle, 

In one thing the weaker ſere,thoſe wonders of beau- 
ties wozth excellcd, whoſe amber trees wauedſo on their 
ſhoulders,marſhalled with ſweet equalitie of diſtance,that 
Phoebus feeling contrary paſſions , did both ſigh andſmnle 
to («x them, ut in this,the wozthier kinde farre ouermat- 
c©-v ty- et 7, in the front of whoſe rancke that wonder 
wheres! Damon mad: late repo2t was placed the firſt, as 
o:.'! the ir: ft, who turned the cies of the beholders from 
not.agz ty.1c p23cX3I01J , ta gaze on his perfections, Ariſ- 
bas hautng bc fe2e lof? him(c life in a deſert of deſpaire,4 now 
fiading an 1ifi:c fo2 his hope , was ſo ramtſhed with þ light, 
that hc contd ſcarce conteine himſcife from leauing his ſta- 
tion,and running toembzace(as wel he might.) F02 Arca- 
diaes truumph was his Timoclea. Thus it ſeemed, thus he 
ſuppoſcd, not geſſing at randon,but gathering by likelihod 
of his loue: yet ſtil he doubted becauſe he dzeaded. The full 
triall of this ſeeming truth, was deferred till the ſolemni- 
ties were ended,which thus they pzoſccuted. All the traine 
being come within the railes,a gencral lence mired with 
reuerence poſſeſſed all men, The ſacrifice being pzeparcd 
after the vſuall maner,the accuſtomed ſp:incklings 4 other 
ceremomes diſpatched,that noble offering was layd on the 
altar # the wod kindled by the conſecrated fire. And fo2th- 
with the faire Chorus caſt into a ring began their hymne, 
In the ſame moment of time a ſh2il harmony of winde-in- 


ſtruments,ſounding miraculouſly in þ airc, not dzowning / 


with ouer-loude noiſe, CY the muſicke of +

thoſe well-agreeing voices inafit key, mad? diuine melo- 
die. And fo2 a ſecom teffumony of the gods kind acceptance 
of their denotions , a ſtronggale ſnatched vp the ſacrifice, 
andſwift as thought bereaued their cyes of that obiect, be- 
foze the Yymae was ended, which J haue here added.

Scarce were the accuſtomed ceremonies finiſhed, when 
Arisbas leauing his fation cntred within the railes, 4 run- 
niag with haſted ſteps to the loucly lcader of that beauti- 
ous troupe of angel-faced boye's , after many embzaces ſca- 
foncd with a mixture of\fwneete kiſſes, began thus aloude:; 


XN Deare of all the deareſt, ifnot miffaken, luckily met,hap- 
$5974 pily found : thee haue J ſought, ſucrelefſe oh ſea, on land,in 
"Ba the groues,on the plaincs,in thc Jies,on tye maine, wea-

found thee, if thee, then am Jfo2tunate : but if eyes deceine 
me,hopc faile me, then may Jiuſtly impute this miſhap to 
the extremitie of foztunes malice, which ſeemed to caſe me 
with a ſhadow of not-being ſolace , that ſhe might plunge 
me ina deeper ſea of ſozrowes, Ten Timoclea ( foz ſhee if 
was) ſawe her Arisbas, and heard him ſpeake, chiming in 
her cares charmes of vnthought pleaſure, how ſhe was af- 
fected Jrefer to their cenſures, which after ſowze croſſes 
enioy ſweete comfozt: bluſhing at her diſcouerie, yet retoy- 
cing at this happie accident, the replied thus, gracing her 
p2oeme witha maiden-bluſh, Doubt not deareſt Lo2d the 
aſſurance of your hope, J am that Timoclea ſought by you 
\> much,that haue ſighed fo2 you ſo oft, whoſe truth hath had 
many tryals in troubles, yet vanquiſhing all viſtreſſe, ſhe 
beholds you, ſecure from danger, Thinke not this diſguiſe 
of mine attire, and diſſembling of my lexc, any rep2oach to 
the modcltie of a maydens behaniour , fo J haue plotted 
this chaſte pollicie to pzenent all perils of luſtfifll violence, 
and p2eſerue mine honour inuiolate , that J might reftoze 
my lelke to you with the ſame dowzy of virgins dignitie,foz 
whic\ you at the firlt affected me, This (ayd,they ſhedding 
teares, enterehaungeable tokens of their mutuall ioy, re- 
compenced the ſong waifoflotjes dehght, with ſweete kiſ- 
ſes, and Damon ſupplying the time of their ſolace,ſfwd vp, 
andina large diſcourſe dilated the foztunes of Arisbas, and 
the ſuccefſe of his loue agreing in effect of ſenle , with the 
fomer relations, whoſe tale being ended, Timoclca pzcſe- 
cuting tho diſcouery-of loues ſtrange aduenturcs,p2occeded 
thus . Sith tholk things are reuealed which J thought that 
the gods and our ſelucs onely had knowne, J will likewiſe 
in this aſſembly publikely relate the many changes of ad- 
uerſe chances,from ill to wozſe byme endured. Thus then 
deare Lo2d, and you ſtrangers and friends, receine abziefe 
rehearfall of my troubles, 4 in hearing my diſcourſe, dzead

fouereigne of my ſoules bliſſe, weigh the many dangers of - 


Arisbas,Euphues ſlumbering, 


tempeſt firſt cauſe of our enſuing cares had ſecluded thee 
from the ſea, mee from the ſhozc, our ſhip was Tangeroully 
toſſed on the troublons waues,and though within no ſmall 
ſpace a timely calme had quieted the waters rage , yet the 
vngentle windes,lucklefſe inſtruments offoztunes ſpight, 
keeping their wonted quarters, d2aue vs far from the con- 
tinent with continued aduerſe blails. After long tumbling 
on the floud, we deſcried a litle deſolate Jland,and packing 
on all the ſailes,made towards it amaine , when ſodeinly 
the Pilot cauſing them to ftrike the late-ſp2cd ſailes , kept 
alofc from þ coaſt , and willed the boat-ſwain to ſound the 
depth,foz he vehemently fearcd tobe d2iue on ſome ſhelues 
in that vuknowne current, but finding all ſarc in the (afc- 
tie of a wide chancll, we appzoachednecrer. Lhere was a 
ſmall creeke on the South ſide, making ſhew of an hazboz, 
ſceming then a fittc hauen foz our weather-bcaten veſlel, 
Mhercinto we entred,bcaring in cloſe with the point, and 
hauing ancho2d, the chicfe gouernour cf the ſhip went on 
land with the ſtoutelt of his Parriners toſcarch the coun- 
try,and to finde freſh acates, but he returned failing in his 
purpoſe , only ſupplying our want of freſh water x fewell, 
and bzinging abozd with him a fewe ſtraunge ill-taſting 
birds which they had taken among the cliffes:leaning this 
comfoztiefſe coaſt, we made againe to ſea, 4 on the ſeuenth 
night from our departure thence,we were engulfed amog 
the Cyclades by the windes thwarting alteration,fitly re- 
ſembling the croſic courſe of foztunes wheele in peruerting 
humane actions, Jn one ofthoſe Jlandcs, the

- finding a fit hauen,cauſcd his ſhip to be. hadinto a dock,and 
there he (ct his men on wozke to flop leakes,and nc wfrim 
ber ſo2e-b2urſcdſides.J vnwilling and vnable thzough my 
want to attend the ſite of his delaies, left him, rcſoluing 
to embarque in ſome other veſſcll ſailing neare Arcadia.

ded ils by this diſguiſe, Vaſting to the next pozt, J found 
Perchant of Helleſpone readieto hoiſe (aile foz By- 
en SEG EITS : he accepted 
mane offer x taking me with him, after a'dayes tariance in 
p hauen, lanched ayded by a pzoſperous winde.\But though 
heauens fauoured me,yet hard hap ſtil followed me, Park 
an other inſtaunce of fatall ſpight. ©n a faire calme day 
though a foulc ſtozme in mine eſtate, the Pilot miſtaking 
his courſe,ſtemmed the ſhip on a rock,and the cruel winds 
continuall furtherers of foztunes ſpight,dzaue her on with 
ſuch violence, that ſhe was there ſplit, Jn this generall ex- 
tremitie of life , each toke what was next his hand to ſa- 
ſtaine himin that hazard : IJ nimble th2ough feare, got a 
great pecce of the maine Pall, and thereon committed my 
ſafetie to the ſeas curtcſie, and though cuerie ſurge thzeat- 
ned ouerwhelming, each waue menaced death, yet not 
dauntedin theſe dangers kept mine hold.Dft J beheld the 
Dolphins mounting on the waters vneuen 
at my app2oach they would ccaſe their ſpozt,in kindregard 
of my ruth, not raiſing the billowes with their tumbling, 
but gently on either ſide following me thus floating , (- 
ming to waft me with wary eycs as carcfull of my ſafetie, 
Lhe day being farre ſpent , I diſcricd aſayle Weſtward, 
and {ſuch was my hap J know not how to terme it god 02 

ill) it made toward the coaſt on which J was thus toſſed, 
when I ſaw it ſomc what nerre, J made ſignes to them a- . 
bo2d, erp2elſing my danger and implozing their aid. They 
deſirous to ſaue me (fo2 ſome times miſcreants ferle paſſios 
ot pitie) ſent two of therr fellowes in the long boat to fetch 
mee , who rowing to mer, toke me vp (thus one affection 
w2ougaht an other\x carried me abozd with them, where, 
hopina fo2 (clacc, I for!2id ſozrow, 15cing inthe (ea, though 
euecr dzeading to be ſw.lowed by the ſurges,yet was I free: 
In the Hip though (acc from ſuch perils, pct was J p2iſe-

Pef,ine they ſought to win by allurements,hoping that 
- Iveceiued by their pzetended kindneſſe, would ſoner yeld 
to their filthic deſires, The ſame night they frolliked with 
greatiollitic fo2 toy (as they aide) of obteining me:when 
the wine had fired their enflamed luſt, they ſollicited thogh 
(uccefleſſe,thcir fozmer motions, and ſtroue ſolong foz kiſ- 
ſes but got none,that they left their kindnefle towards me 
and fell to contention among themſelues, Their Captaine 
enuying them, the publike poſſeſſion of his pziuat pleaſure 
though but ſuppoled,deeming me a pzate fitter fo2 himſelfe 
and iudging a common god not currant,appeaſed the frate 
| th2ough his authozitie,4 did comtermaund their paſſions, 
but pziuately he would aſſaile me with all the engines of 
loue-plotted pollicies,adding cruell thzeats to kind wozds,

When the repozt of this exploit was bzutedto the eares of 
— — of man degenerating 
from the decozum of humanitie becomes monſtrous, com- 
plotting miſchiefes exceeding the vildeneſſe of beaſtes, and 
the bodix the mindes inſtrument, flaue to that ty2zannicall 
gouernment, wherein affections rule and reaſon obepes, 
effects them) they I lay hearing this, lamented the ill hap 
of their fellowes, eſpecially the Captaines death, whome 
they affected foz his valure, and admired fo2 his villanies, 
to them ſeeming vertues, But cduerting their mones into 
madfury,they confeoerated themſelues in a bloudy league, 
vowing extreame reuenge on that wozthie Gentleman 
whome they opp2ob2zioully tearmed the pzoud Julkicier of 
Lacedzmon.Thcy had got togither ſire vellels, & Reſicles 
a Cretan was Admirall of this accurſed fleete : foztune (l- 
dome foe to wozſt ſuted their expectation with 
hoped ſucceſſe. Foz meeting the Spartan Galley,they en- 
compaſſed her,and commencing a bloudte bzoile,after long 
fight laid vs abw2d,fluc them all,and not ſatiſfied with this 
butchery,crerciſcd moze barbarous crueltie,mangling the 
dead bodies into many peces,Vere againe Jeſcapeddeath 
reſernedby fo2tune , fo a ſecond bzunt of diſhonour which 
likewicc A pzcuented, not fouched with the leaſt ſpot ofre- 
p29ach. The ſouldicrs of Reſicles taking me,b2ought me to 
their Captaine,whofancying in his fond thoughts a wozld 
of futurc unagiaed pieaſares , entertained me kindly, and

wocd me with many curteſics , J filled him with vaine 
hopes, limiting my conſent with delaie of time as J vſcd 
the other befoze, and meane while plottcd meanes fo2 my

of Theſ! was celcbzated at Elcuſts with my- 
fficall obſeruations by the Pateſts of Ceres, Reſicles haming 
left his fellow-Pyzats which diſperſed themſelues to pur- 
chaſe botics,twoke a veſſcll of Samos returning from Syna, 
a rich pztze. The day enſuing,he this accurſed companions 
applied themſclucs wholly to myzth and belly-chcere foz 
toy of their god fo2tune , ſaming to celebzate the Baccha- 
| nab in their diſo2dzed dyet,dyet J terme it,becauſe they oft 
vſed ſuch exceſſe, When the wtne had pzeuailed,amdfiznes 
aſcending from their ſfomaches had beſieged their ever- 
whelmed b2aines, ſummoning their diſkempered ſenſcs to 
reſt, they laic as dzowncdina ſleepie charme, without feare 
o2 recard,in enery co2ner ſome, The winde aud ſea the one 
quet, the other calme,did fauour them: foztune their com- 
mon friend did not annoy them with appzoach of cnennes; 
foz if a tempeſt had bene raiſed, oz the foe aſſailed them, 
doubtleſſe they had receiueda full reward of thcir diſſs!nte 
demeanours, J iudging this a fit time foz my eſcape , ſily 
conueted my ſelfe into the long boat, and cutting the roape 
rowed ſo well as J could, tothe ſhoze which was rot farre 
off:leaping on land, I left my boat to the ſeas direction,and 
running with haſted ſteppes diſcryed two Arcadians, both 
which are now p2eſent,the onc a friendly rclieucr of my di- 
ſtrefle.J aaa tems co teins 
to them, was kindly comfoztcd by them, Since which tune 
I bane remained in this Country, where what foztunes A 
haue felt,moſt Arcadians can relate. 

Thus haue I contrived the rehearſall of my troubles 
into a bzicfe diſcourſe, Timoclea would faine hauc p2ocres 
ded , but a generall murmure of admiration raiſed by the 
whole aſſembly hindzed her cntended purpoſe, A:2on ſtod 
by, Cling fig Meare by fines, haning tained auvicac

ſpake thus.Country-men and friends, doubtleſle the diſco- 
werp of this rare ſecret and due guerdon of loues long-ſuf- 
fering patience, was defcrred to this time by iult pzeſci- 
ence of the immoztall powers, Foz next the rare hap of 
Hyalus whoſe memo2y we now celebzate, what other acci- 
dent could ſo directly fit the feaſt of Parthemia ? Ag his ſexe 
was miraculouſly changed from a faire ladde fo the faireſb 
girle that cuer liued tn Arcadia,ſo this lampe of royaltie, 
the Paragon of womans perfections, found in this place at 
this fime,the onely occaſion of diſcloſing ofher diſguiſe,and 
being ſuppoſed by all the mirro2 of our ſexe , maynow be 
tcarmed the wonder of woman-kinde, The whole aſſem- 
bly applauded yis wo2ds, arguing hereby, that they confir- 
med his opinton by their coſenting cenſures, Pany floures 
were thzowne on thoſe twolouers , the floures of true af- 
fection,and each departing, filled his natiue pzouince with 
repozt of this rare accident :; ſo that the miraculous meta- 
mozphoſis of Hyalus was almoft dzowned in obliuion. 

Arnsbas hauing repoſſeſſed his Loue the ffaic of his life, 
thinking it high tune to glad his aged fathcr with his re- 
turne, whoſe diſcontent (as he not vainly ſuppoſed) his de- 
parture had bzed, taking with hun his deareſt Timoclea, 
with Damon and Agon , tarrying litle in Arcadia, haſted 
to the next hauen,and there embarqued foz Cyprus, where 
arriuing in the hauen of Famnagoſta, he founda wonderfull 
change, Foz the aged King diſpairing of his cldeft ſorines 
ſafetie, had matched Anaxilas the ſecond bzother of Arisbas, 
with the Lemnian Pyinces daughter, whoſe father deceas 
ſing unmeniatly aftcr the marriage,he in rightofhis wife 
reigned P2ince of Lemnos. Arisbas nothing diſcontent 
with theſe newes, ſent one to certiflc his father of his ar- 
riuall, The old King replenithed with incredible top, was 
tranſpozted into a trance;recouering himlelf, behaſted his 
aged ſtcps towardes the hanen and meeting his ſonne by 
the way,fel on his necke ſhedding many teares, ſweete ar- 
 guments of his high content. Arisbas pzeparing to crauc 
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Arisbas, Euphues ſlumbering, 
pardon of his departure , was pzeuented by his oft revous 
bled fatherly welcomes andembzaces: with like kindneſſe 
be entertained trembling and bluſhing Tunoclea , 4 ſpake 
curtcoully to Dawon and gon. Returning to the palace 
he toke great delight in zcaring his ſonne relate the trou- 
bles and daumgers with oft changes of Foztune endured 
by.-hizr and, his veareſt Timoclea, and iudging it inex- 
piable unpietic to hinder the ſuccefle of (o rare affection 
reſolucd to giue. loue his right and marrie then! honou- 
rably, Foz this purpoſe bre ſent YVerauldes to all the 
Jtandes adiacent, and P2ouinces (cituatein the maine of = 
Greece, which publiſhed in his name leaue and libertte of 
accellc toall whom ſoener, eſpecially ſtrangers of account 
which wauld repaire to bis Court , and be pzeſent atthe 
nuptiall of his ſon . ſane; honour jimain fch poinceliks exera- 


lewnitie , not omitting to exp2eſle the time, Theſe. meſſa- 
ges had ſuch ſuceeſſe , that beſives a troupe of meaner per- 
ſons, the moſt wozthie Heroes of Greece at the 
appointed time , E at the cerenwnies of Hy- 
mens rptes,' gaue teſtimonie of their perfour- 
mance, The C Kings ſecand ſonne then ſoueraigne 
of Lemnos,and his faire Pzinceflc, were part of that royal 
aſſembly, INES as S 


and devs of 
Anax1las were 
white, Cs eeeten mls 
yarraſoned. The old king entending farther fauour tohis 
fonne , and dcfirous to diſburthen humſc ife of the heane

ye canſed to be adozned with the royall ZDiademe , and he

ſtrangers andothers departed, normgy honourable re- 
po2t of the Cyprian Courts ropaltie, Damon and gon 
haung recciued rare entertainment and rich rewards foz 
their fozmer courteſies , ſhipped themſclues foz Arcadia. 
Fo2tune ending frownes with fauours, did thus abſolue 
the cataſtrophe ofthis roial Tomedy, which was yet imper- 
fect, ZThe old Cing of Epuus deccaſing , his ſonne Soltratus 
a man of milder di on , ſucc#ded him in the Crowne, 
who rememb2ing the fozmer god ſeruice of baniſhed Ari- 
ſ{tophon, and knowing his innocencie,ſent unmediatly af- 
ter his cozonation,an honourable Ambaſſage to conclude a 
league with the yong King of Cyprus, and reduce thence 
guiltlefſe Ari n from exile, The Ambaſſadovr was 
royally recetued and entertained in the Court of Cyprus, 
and hauing declared the cauſe of his comming,ſpedin both 
his demands. Foz the of amitie betweene thoſc two 
mightie P2inces was p concluded by oath , and 
Ariſtophon deſirous to late his bories in the mother-ſoyle 
that bzought him fo2th, perſuaded to return, Ta- | 
king his leaue therfoze of þ oldpaince, the yong King 4 bis 
daughter raiſed to ſuchroyall eſtate, he returned into his 
Country, hauing with, him the other Peere of Epyrus, and 
a noble man of Cyprus ſent by Arisbas, to cauſe Ring 50- 
ſtratus to ſweare likewiſe, that the league might be confir- 
medby thcir mutuall othes, Such was the ſucceſle of this 
rare oft-thwarted love which my ouerbold penne hath pze- 
ſumed thus rudcly to diſcyper, Jfany decorum be omitted, 
62 indecorum committed, AJ can not iſe excuſe it 
(curteous Gentlemen) then by pour fangurs which wil (J 
hope)beare with ſuch imperfections,x not impute it to 
mine owne dcſert, which was loth to polliſh a . 
top, whereon J neucr beſtowedmoze la- 
bour,then ſometimes an tdle hourc |
